The hitter in- 
fi)rnieil his audience that he did not 
propose to deal with the .■^ul)ieet from 
a cbcmicul stand|>oint, prcfcriing ra- 
ther to trace the growth of tho in- 
dustry. 

Nicltel, he said, was not of recent 
discovery, and its use in the arts 
dates back to the lioginnin^ of the 
I'Jth centiirary. Formerly Norway, 
and New Caledonia produced by far I 
ttao greater part of the world's sup- 
ply of nickel, and it is the growth 
and gradual );nining of supremacy of 
the Canadian minus which constitute 
the subject under review. 

Id 1876 John Gamgee, a half crazy 
Einglishtnan, discovered (or the first 
time In a more or less accidental 
manner, the valuable properties of 
steel containing a small percentage of 
nickel, now commonly known as nic- 
kel steel. 

A Mr. Thompson after a consider- 
able amount of work concerning cop- 
l>er mininp, became, through the dis- 
solution of a partnership, the owner 
of the Oxford Copper Co., whoae bus- 
ineas was amelting. At the same 
(time a Mr. Ritchie, wbo waa inter- 
ested in the Central Ontario Rail- 
way, organized the Canadian Copper 
Company, to operate with depoalta 
which had been discovered in the 
Sudbury district. In 1817 the Oana- 
disn Copper Co. started operations, 
and ahipped a quantity of ore to the 
previously mentioned Oxford WorVn. 
It was fotmd impossible to smelt 
this ore satisfactorily, nnd after ex- 
periments, it wiiR foi nd that the 
presence of nickel in the ore was the 
disturbing cause. The question was 
th(n to discover a process of where- 
by the effect of the nickel could be 
overcome, and copper obtained from 
the ore.

problem was solved. The history of 
thi- discovery of thi; method is tho 
Htory of the triumph of continued ef- 
fort undaunted l)y numerouB failures 
and disasters. It was discovered by 
chemists in the employment of th: 
Oxforil company that if copper-nickel 
nmtter was molted with carbon and 
an alkaline sulphide, the coi)per-iroii 
anil nickel were partially separated, 
and that a clean separation could be 
made by rei)eated re-smelting. At 
this time, when the industry was in 
a precarious state, the value of nic- 
kel-steel for armour plating was con- 
clusively i)roved, anil hince a buf,'e 
demand was immediately created. 
The Canadian Copi)er Company, then 
in a bad financial state, courageous- 
ly hold out against the offers of such 
works of Creusot, and Knipp to pay 
very large sums to take over the 
Control of the Sudbury minis. To 
such a state had the company been 
reduced, that it was only kept from 
bankruptcy by the pledging of the 
private fortunes of three of the pri- 
vate fortunes of three of the princi- 
pal directors. This state was to a 
large extent produced by the under- 
selling of the French Nickel Syndi- 
cate, wbo having had the monopoly, 
and not wishing to lose its control 
of the market dropped the price of 
nickel from $3 per pound to 26 cents 
for the same amount on the London 
market. 

After Mding over this critical per- 
iod, the Canadian Company, who had 
previoualy only dealt la tbe ore, now 
began to aeareh tor an effleient amelt- 
ing and séparation procfsa. 

M. Julca Yaomer, tha dlaeoTcrer of 
the New Caledonia minea, waa Juat 
employed, being Kivrn caate-hlanche. 
After ttumeroua experiments with Bes- 
semer converters, he was obliged to 
give up tbe endeavor. Dr. Hoeppner 
alco failed with his electrotype me- 
thod. 

Tbe labor, postage, and chemicals,

Now, Mr. Editor, the Students' 
Supply is an cicelltnt project if it 
only succocila in relieving the linimci- 
ul burden of the Council and thereby 
decreasing undergraduate fees which 
it has done both at Harvard and 
Wl8Con;-.In. It would he absurd to 
Hiipiiost', Sir, tli.it the Supply is a 
plulanthropic institution. In its oav- 
ly and .soiiirwhat expui-iincntal sta,'es 
it can handle tbi* goods at standard 
rates. Later on, with' better facilit- 
ies and better connection, it may^bu 
able to offer special rates on cvery- 
lliinR. For till' prosint tlii' prolit is 
as large as in an ordinary ston' tiut 
the Point of importance is th'.it this 
profit inevitably accrues to the coun- 
cil and goes to benefit the collective 
student body. The Supply is per- 
fectly above board. It makes a fair 
and sqiiaiv aiipoal for studont pat- 
ronage ill optu coiiipetition with the 
outside murkt't. 

It is doubtful, indeed, if the train- 
ing afforded the students who work 
In the Supply is not beiictlcial. In 
the first instance it is pioving a 
groat lielp to students \s'hose tlnmces 
would prelude them from attending 
college. In the second place it is a 
tangible connecting link with the 
the outside world which Mr. Henson 
regards askance. After all, it must 
be remembered that a university 
should not inculcate a spirit academ- 
ic and aloof from practical life. Ec- 
ccpt in the case of th?ologians, it Is 
the training ground tor the men and 
women who are destined to play the 
leading part in a civilization largely 
dependent on commercialism.

The speaker pointed out 
itlint although in the preparation of 
ductile tungsten the process depended

The members will 
be called upon at the next meeting to 
ratify this Constitution: 

THK CONSTITUTIOK 
Art. 1,— Naiiie. 

The name shall be "The Railway 
Club of McGill University." 
Art. 2.— Objects, 

The object ot the Club is to ad- 
vance by means of addresses, papers 
and discussions, nil knowledge per- 
tain ng to the construction, iv.aint'.n- 
unce and operation of railroads, aud 
their subsldaries. 

Art. 3.— Membership and Fees. 

Sec, 1. Membership is open to nil 
members of the University or per- 
sons recommended by the Executive 
Committee. 

Sec. 2. The tees shall consist ot 
the payment of Fifty Cents (50e) per 
session ot the University. 

Art. 4.— OiHeers. 

The officers shall consist of a Pres- 
ident, a Vice-President, « Secretary- 
Tre.viTer, and two other membtTs, 
the Ave officers forming the Execut- 
ive Committee of the Club. 

Art. 6.— Rlcctton of Officers. 

The election ot officers shall take 
place at an Annual Meeting held at 
the end of each College year. 

Art. 6.— Duties of Ofticers. 

Sec. 1. The President shall preside 
at all regular and committee meet- 
ings and shall i>erform nil duties per- 
taining to a presiding officers. 

Sec. 2. In the absence of the Pre- 
sident, the Vice-President gha)! take 
his place and shnll perform nil the 
President's duties. 

Sec. 3. The Sec-Treasurer thall at- 
tend all regular meetings of tha Club 
and all committee meetings, and 
shall keep a full record of the min- 
utes and proeeedingB of such meet- 
ings, and shall receive all meml)er- 
ship tecs and shall pay out the same 
when authorized to do soiby the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. He shall also 
perform all routine work pertaining 
to the nfTnirs of the Club under the 
direction of the remaining Executive 
ottlcers. 

Sec. 4. The Executive Committee 
shall exercise a general sii ervi-ion 
over all the allairs ot the Oiub, shall 
authorize all matters ot exptntli'urc, 

and shall urren.ge the programme f ir 
meetings and the matter of trips to 
the Various points of intcrcet outside 
the University. 

Art. 7.— Amendments. 

The Constitution may be amended 
at any regular meeting by a major- 
ity vote of the niemlxTs i)re8(nt. A 
notice of one montb, however, must 
be given to the Secretary before such 
an amendment be voted on.
